That a doctor of philosophy may also

ho a woman Is amply demonstrated by
Mlsle Clews IMisons, I'll. D., In "The Old
Fashioned Woman" (0. I'. Putnam's
Hons), a hook that will arouso the
wrath of the new woman RRnlnst her
oppressor nnd will nmuse every one
who hns some knowledge of ethnogra
phy. What Mrs. Parsons has done has
been to divide the life of woman from
her creation to her dentil and lifter into
Its Important periods, and under each to
record the maimer In which she has
been treated and regarded by the various
peoples of the earth, rhlefly the primitive
tribes that the ethnoRrariliers treat of:
an absolutely correct scientific arrange
ment.

It Is a selection only from a vaM lit
erature, as Is natural, but no man can
deny that It Is a fair one. The reading
will ciiuse the blood of many women to
boll, even If they nrn not advocates of
the suffrage and other things that their
sisters ask for, thoiiRh the students of
ethnography and anthropology, of whom
Mrs. Parsons Is one. will lie able to ad
vance good reasons for the existence of
customs that seem stratiRe or reprehen
sible. Interspersed are comparisons with
cxIstltiR American customs, sometimes
absolutely apposite, sometimes a hit mis
leading, hut nlwnys telling. To the mere
onlooker these are Rreat fun. The au-

thor leaves her array of facts with her
comparisons to tell tho story. Only
rarely In the text and In the few notes
does she betray her feelings. It Is a
hrlRht and effective attack on the
stronger sex, which it will be difficult to
answer, as the accusation does not lie
In the facts hut In the Inferences drawn
from them, which the author takes cart-no- t

to put In words.

Other Book.
A little girl with precocious and re-

markable nrtlsttc talent has been dis-
covered in Kngland In Daphne Allen.
now 12 years of age, a selection of
whose sketches appears In "A Child's
Visions" (George Allen and Company.
K. P. Dutton and Company). Drawn
by an older person the drawings would
tie considered clever, by a child they
are astonishing. Very little informa-
tion Is supplied regarding her and her
bringing up beyond the statement that
she tried to draw the Crucifixion at the
age of 3 years and that many of her
sketches am religious. Only these are
shown ln this collection, und to each
an appropriate poetical extract is
affixed, probably by a mature friend.
It la conceivable that surroundings of
the Tluskln taste In art, Kra Angellco
angels and Italian Primitives may have
had a strong Influence on the child; the
originals of many of the compositions,
we fancy, may be found among them. It
may he that her friends nre making
too much of the Idea of religious In-

spiration. The sketches. In line and
in color, are all charming, at any rate,
and the compositions are Interesting.

A curious and patient study of tho
war records ha been made by Charles
C. Anderson to demonstrate that a
large number of men of Southern birth
fought on the Union side. In "Fight-
ing by Southern Federals" (The Neale
Publishing Company) he takes the
many officers of the rank of General
and shows what they did; first, In a
minute chronological account of all the
actions In the war. which takes up
half the volume, and next In an alpha-
betical list, which gives each man's
record. The most Interesting portion
of the hook, nevertheless, Is the first
three pages, where the figures are given
for the rank and file. ,

In "Money-Changing- " (K. P. Dutton
and Company) Hartley Withers has
written a book that may serve as a
modern equivalent for Hagehot's "Lom-

bard Street." Besides the explanation
of the business and processes for the
exchange of mone.y he gives a lurid
account of the .many commercial trans-
actions that are Involved. The book
Is very readable: It should clear up con-

fused Ideas In the mind of tho general
public, as well as Instruct the student
of economics.

A new and Interesting volume has
been added to the "Wisdom of the Kast
series In the translation of Kallmra Kk

ken'a "The Way of Contentment." by
Ken Hoshlno. In an excellent lntroduc
Hon the translator gives an account of
the .lananese philosopher and of the Im
portance of his work. ine series is
published by K. P. Dutton and Company.

Sir O ver Lodge, who lias niutineu
high distinction In the world of science,
has attracted attention of late years by
his readiness to express his opinions on
m.mv Hiibiects that have nothing In
common with his specially. A collection
of his popular articles, published under
the title "Modern Problems'" (lloauer
and Stoughton. Ceorge H. Doran Com
pany), shows the wide range of matters
on which he Iiha had something to say.

Dhllosophv. money, charity organization,
drink, the smoke nuisance, aro some of
the things he has thought about.

The full renort of the "Memorial Ser
vice" held by the Itcpubllcan Club of
the city of New York ln honor of the
late .lames Schoolcraft
Sherman has lieen published (the Re
publican Club of the City of New York)
It contains the addresses delivered by
Senators Hoot and Depew and other
gentlemen and a portrait of Mr. Sher
man.
